They find ready custo mers amo ng 
the large class o f peo ple to who m it 
is a co nvenience o r advantage to 
make such purchases in installments. 
The custo mers gladly pay the co m­ 
missio n charged in ex change fo r the 
installment privilege, and the busi­ 
ness firms pro fit in the increased 
business diverted to their sto res. 
The do uble co mmissio n received by 
the wo men amo unts to a handso me 
pro fit o n every sale. 
They assume the risk, o f co urse, 
o f defaults in the pay ments o f their 
custo mers, but it is very rare that 
they are subject to lo sses o f this 
kind.

District Attorney Walker to a Ka n­ 
sas City J ournal reporter. 
“ The 
g a ng 
was 
known as the 
Oma ha g a ng ,’ and \vas said to be 
using pure coin 
silver in making 
their money.

secret service cflicers in ha ndling

a ddress of a silver manufacturer ai 
Roxbury, Ma ss., and this was a n­ 
other new clue. 
“ A hunt a mong the wholesalers 
of the city disclosed the fact that 
the dea ler whose tag was found 
a ma nufa cturer of silver spoons and 
a lso the interesting fa ct that the 
Russell woma n and her pals had 
purcha sed more than forty gross of 
these spoons at that house. 
They 
ha d simply melted the spoons, and 
in thi^ manner secured the metal 
a lrea dy fused with the alloy, and 
were able to deceive most of the 
officers on the score of pure silver.
